SUPERSONIC JET 
FIGHTER PROGRAM 


$100,000,000 Order Said 
to Be Designed to Get 
Second Plant Into 
F-100 Production. 


By ELTON C. FAY 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
The Air Force, speeding up its 
jet fighter program, announced 
tonight an order of more than 
$100,000,000 for additional -F- 
100 supersonic planes. They 
will be produced at a new, sec- 
ond-source plant at Colum- 
bus, O. 

This was at least the third 
order for the faster-than-sound 
F-100s, but a major purpose of 
the new order was said to be to 


get “two sources of tae for 
this important product 

Reflecting the high priority 
given the F-100 program, the 
Air Force said tooling will start 
immediately at the Columbus 
plant of North American Avia- 
tion which has been turning out 
Supersabres from its Los An- 
geles plant since last October. 
Deliveries from Columbus are 
expected to start in about a 
year, the Air Force said. 


Number Not Disclosed. 


Tonight’s announcement was 
only that an undisclosed num- 
ber of F-100’s are involved in 
the latest order. The unit * 


presumably substantial part of 
the $100,000,000 contract will 
go toward tools and other fa- 
cilities to produce the planes. 
The number of planes produced 
under this initial contract there- 
fore might be considerably less 
than 100. 

The Air Force aims at having 
production of its war planes 
from more than one plant for 
two major reasons—to have 
available facilities for a rapid 
stepup in deliveries in event of 
war; to have alternate produc- 
tion facilities in event one 
should be knocked out by air 
attack in a war. 

Early this year, after deliver- 
les already had been started 
from North American's Los 
Angles plant, the Air Force an- 
nounced a cutback in production 
of F-84F production and said 
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funds would be diverted to an 
additional order for the F-100s 
which are superseding the fa- 
mous F-86 Sabrejets which de- 
feated the Soviet-made MIG 156 
in the Korean air war. 

Tactical units, a spokesman 
said, will begin receiving the 
first F-100s, within the next few 
weeks, with a wing at George 
Air Force Base, Calif., first in 
line for delivery of the new 
fighters. 

The Air Force calls the F-100 
its “first operational supersonic 
fighter.” It has had for several 
years a number of individual, ex- 
perimental planes, including the 
original X-1 rocket - powered 
plane and subsequent models, 
which flew faster than sound. 
But the.F-100 is the first plane 
built for combat to be put into 
operational use by the USAF. 


Russia’s Jet Bombers. 


A compelling reason for the 
advent of a fighter which can 
Hy faster than sound (761 miles 
per hour at sea level, 660 miles 
per hour at 30,000 feet) is the 
appearance in the air fleets of 
major powers, including Russia, 
of high-speed jet bombers. 
Faster-than-sound bombers al- 
ready are being built or may 
be in operation in Russia. 

The F-100 set a speed record 
of 755 mph. on Oct. 30, 1953, 
in a test at Salton Sea, Calif — 
while flying at sea level. This 
meant that at higher altitudes, 
where performance of jet en- 
gines improves vastly, the 
of even that early model was 
faster than sound. Usual com- 
bat altitude for jet planes 
ranges from 30,000 feet up. 

The F-100 is described as hav- 
ing a service ceiling (the h t 
at which a plane can fly ind 
still control satisfactorily) above 
50,000 feet and a combat radius 
(the distance to which a plane 
can fly, perform its mission and 
return home) of more than 500 
miles. The rate of climb, vitally 
important in interceptor planes 
whose mission is to reach high 
flying bombers swiftly, is a 
closely guarded secret.

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Foreign Ministers Seek Method 
Of Rearming West Germany 


Goal Is Substitute for EDC 
French Assembly Will 
Not Block — Expanding 
Brussels Pact Considered.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18. 

HE agreement announced Thurs- 
day between British Foreign 
Minister Eden and French Pre- 
mier Mendes-France on the basic idea 
of rearming Western Germany under 
a new seven- or nine-nation defense 
alliance is a vague compromise that 
raises more questions than it answers. 
The principal unanswered question 
is whether the multi-party French Na- 
tional Assembly, which recently killed 
the European Defense Community 
plan, will accept France’s historic foe 
as an equal participant in a new mili- 
tary group, or in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization.

Since the French Chamber of Deputies 
defeated the EDC plan by a parliamentary 
procedural maneuver, top Allied diplomats 
and their subordinates have refused to di- 
vulge publicly or privately what alterna- 
tives they are considering to replace EDC.

EDEN’S PROPOSAL to use the Brussels 
agreement of 1948 as a model for a new 
European alliance has the merit of being 
a definite starting point for negotiations. 

This almost forgotten pact was ratified 
by the United Kingdom, France, Belgium, 
Netherlands and Luxembourg a little more 


than a year before the North Atlantic 


treaty was signed in Washington in April 
1949. (See Page 14, Post-Dispatch Atlas 
section of Sept. 12.) It was a regional de- 
fense treaty under the United Nations and 
was stronger than the Rio de Janeiro pact 
this country had made earlier with our 
Latin American neighbors.

THE CHANGED defensive situation in 
the Far East, which has induced the Air 
Force to commence withdrawal of its 
bombers from forward positions, is due to 
the buildup of the Russian and Red Chi- 
nese air force in the Far East.

The Japanese 
islands, the Ryukyus (of which Okinawa is 
one), Formosa and the Philippines supply 
a chain on which radar can be established 
without gaps to give warning of hostile 
flights to the heavy bases farther east. 
The distance from northern Luzon to 
southern Formosa is about 230 miles, a 
distance that can be bridged by radar from 
the two islands. There are also small 
islands between the two large ones. With- 
out using Formosa, or if Formosa were in 
enemy hands, the coverage would be in- 
complete and of substantially decreased 
value. 


Part of this forward defensive scheme 
is that the Japanese and the Nationalist 
Chinese will man the interceptors and 
radar stations on their own territory. This 
is, of course, essential for their own de- 
fense, but it also greatly increases ours. 
The cost is far less than if we manned the 
bases and the radar stations ourselves. 


Formosa has become an important, al- 
though not indispensable, element in our 
strategic defense concept in the Far East.

and three vacancies (two usually filled by Demo- 
crats and one usually filled by a Republican), 
Thus if the G.O.P. loses only three or four House 
seats it stands to lose the speakership, control of 
committees and the powerful chairmanships. 

The party in power has lost House seats every 
midterm election since 1900 with the single 
exception of 1934, when the New Deal was still 
on the upswing.

Mathematically the Senate advantage is with

Maine voters 
responded by electing their first Democratic 
Governor in 20 years, by cutting Senator Mar- 
garet Chase Smith's last majority from 71.3 per 
cent to 58.4 per cent and by reducing sharply 
the marging for their House seats, one almost to 
the vanishing point. 

The only other governorship race since 1952, 
‘that in New Jersey a year ago, also lost the 
Republicans a state and gave it to the Democrats. 
At the same time the Democrats also won an 
industrial area seat in the House, following 
closely after a farm section seat upset in Wis- 
consin. In 1953 the Republicans won no House 
seat from the Democrats, but they did hold a 
seat that was voted on in Los Angeles. 

Primary voting in Wisconsin may provide a 
clue, As reported by The Milwaukee Journal, 
more Democratic votes were cast in last weeks 
Wisconsin primary than ever before. Also a 
higher ntage of the electorate voted in the 
Democratic primary than in any year since 1912.

There may be another indicator in the Min- 
nesota primary where the Democratic-Farmer- 
Labor vote exceeded the Republican vote by 
about 5 to 4.

Stewart Alsop finds dissatisfaction, discontent 
and unemployment worries wherever he goes. 
Roscoe Drummond expects at least one branch 
of Congress to go Democratic. Thomas L. Stokes 
notes such things as the “giveaway program” 
and the postal worker pay veto, and says the 
Administration has “lost touch with the people.”

All this may change markedly between now 
and election day. Already Secretary Benson is 
making crop acreage adjustments designed to 
placate the farmer. President Eisenhower will 
get into the campaign via television and radio 
and personal appearances. The peace note, if 
Senator Knowland and his cohorts do not involve 
us more deeply in the Pacific, will be sounded 
again and again. No one can doubt that it was 
effective in 1952. 

And so six weeks before the election, it looks 
like a horse race on a spotty track that ranges 
all the way from muddy to fast depending on 
local conditions.

Why the Earnings Tax Is Vital 

Two pages in today’s PICTURES section tell in 
graphic form a story which St. Louisans should 
learn by heart between now and Sept. 30. That 
story is the city’s urgent need for the earnings 
tax, continuation of which would be authorized 
by a proposed charter amendment to be voted 
on a week from next Thursday. 

Ambulance service to city hospitals, health 
service in parochial schools, rubbish collection, 
street repairs, mosquito control, rat control— 
these are only a few of the important municipal 
functions that would be adversely effected if the 
city lost the authority to levy an earnings tax. 
Without this tax, property owners would un- 
doubtedly have to pay more in real estate levies, 
and at the same time all citizens would get less 
service from the city. 

But the case for the tax and for the charter 
amendment to authorize it does not rest on the 
need for this revenue alone. The photograph at 
the top of page 2 of the PICTURES section sug- 
gests another reason—the inherent justice of a 
tax on all who earn their living within the city 
boundaries. This picture shows one small seg- 
ment of the daily movement into the city from 
the county and Illinois. Here are thousands of 
people who benefit by the city’s services, whose 
Anterests are served by maintaining a healthy 


urban organism, and who by right ought to pay 


some share of the city's costs. 

St. Louis would be short-sighted indeed to de- 
prive itself of the power to levy a tax which, if 
only in a small way, recognizes the actual nature 
of the metropolitan community.

What Role at London? 

The fate of the nine-power conference which

Some political leaders have criticized 
us clergymen for meddling in politics; 
a clergyman might now respond with a 
complaint against politicians for med- 
dling in religion. 

For some of us, the political manifes- 
tations of religion in Washington have 
become pretty thick. We have had open- 
ing prayers, Bible breakfasts, special 
church services, prayer groups, a “Back 
to God” crusade, and campaign speeches 
on “spiritual values“; now we have 
added a postage 
stamp, a proposed 
constitutional 
amendment, and a 
change in the 
Pledge of Alle- 
giance. 

The pledge, which 
has served well 
enough in times 
more pious than 
ours, and which was 
written in its orig- 
inal godless form 
by a minister, has 
now had its rhythm 
upset but its anti- Dwight D. Eisenhower

phrase “under God.“ 


For Politicians and Clergymen 


The Postmaster General has held a 
dedication ceremony, at which the 
President and the Secretary of State 
explained about spiritual values and 
such, to launch a new red, white and 
blue 8-cent postage stamp bearing the 
motto “In God We Trust.” 

A bill has been introduced directing 
the Post Office to cancel mail with the 
slogan “Pray for Peace.”

‘Worship Our Own Worshiping’ 


This reduction of religion to a na- 
tional “resource,” advantage. 
“strength,” and “weapon,” especially 
useful for anti-Communist purposes, re- 
ceived perhaps its perfect expression 
from the perfect folk hero for the devo- 
tees of such an outlook, J, Edgar Hoov- 
er, when he wrote, “Since Communists 
are anti-God, encourage your child to 
be active in the church.” 

The object of devotion for most politi- 
cal piety is not God but “religion.” 
There is here no “orthodoxy,” but mere- 
ly religiosity. 


The focus is not a Divine Being above 
the nations but a “strength” and an 
“asset” in the “national heritage,” and 
a set of interests and institutions in the 
politician’s constituency. 

Since this is official religion in a 
land without an official religion, it can- 
not be very deep. 

If the object of devotion is not God 
but “religion,” and if that devotion has 
more public expression than private sub- 
stance, then the resulting religiosity 
may become simply an instrument of 
more substantial commitments.

IN THE CAUSE OF PEACE, by 
Trygve Lie.

RYGVE LIE, who held 

“the most impossible job 

on earth” for seven years 
and two months, has written 
his memoirs. This, as it turns 
out, makes a book of good 
reading, and adds both new 
information on the subject of 
world politics, and intelligent 
interpretation. 


Lie, of course, was the first 
Secretary General of the Unit- 
ed Nations. Before that he was 
a Norwegian labor lawyer, a 
politician, and Foreign Minis- 
ter of the Norwegian Govern- 
ment-in-Exile, in London, dur- 
ing World War II. The book 
covers his years as Secretary 
General. 


These were difficult years, 
for the Secretary General, and 
for the rest of us too. Lie’s 
point of observation was some- 
what different from Washing- 
ton, or London—or Moscow. 
His chief job was trying to 
promote peace, while watch- 
ing the growing disunity be- 
tween the nations of the Unit- 
ed Nations. The rest of us 
could blow off steam by talk- 
ing about “those Russians,” 
but Lie was supposed to do 
something about it. 


R X * 


N ANY event Lie thought 
1* was supposed to do some- 
thing about it. There are 
two theories about his job; one 
of them holds that the Sec- 
retary General should be a 
chief mechanic of the U.N. 
bureaucracy. The other, Lie’s 
theory, is that the Secretary 
General should take the initi- 
ative in promoting peace. 


This, as can be imagined, 
got Lie into all sorts of diffi- 
culties, and he wasn’t alto- 
gether successful. For a time 
it became quite fashionable 
for American super-patriots to 
condemn Lie as a tool of the 
Russians, or worse. And be- 
fore he resigned the Russians 
weren't even speaking to him, 
considering Lie a tool of the 
Americans. 


Lie admits to being non- 
objective, as between good and 
evil. When he thought the 
United States was wrong, as 
in opposing the representa- 
tion of China in the United 
Nations by the Government 
of China—a Communist gov- 
ment—Lie said so, and tried 
to organize support of Red 
China’s admission. And when 
North Korea committed ag- 
gression against South Korea, 
Lie helped organize the de- 
fense of South Korea by na- 
tional, forces—notably United 
States forces—fighting behind

a United Nations decision to 
halt aggression. : 

On balance, he was more 
often opposed to Russia's am- 
bitions than to United States 
policy; that seemed to be the 
way the chips fell. Lie re- 
mained: an outspoken demo- 
crat, working for world peace, 
but not willing to achieve 
peace at any price.

E REMAINED, also, a 
H realist, who was able to 
face the facts of life in 
a wicked world of power pol- 
itics and did not confuse the 
United Nations — even when 
moved into its magnificent 
new structure in Manhattan — 
with Utopia.

R. DOUGLASS, a former 

president of the American 

University in Washington, 
has sketched the biographies 
of six Americans who have 
made an impression on our 
national life and whose ca- 
reers mirror certain of its 
aspects. 

His subjects are Paul G. 
Hoffman, president of the 
Studebaker Corp.: William Z. 
Foster, the indicted Commu- 
nist leader who has not been 
tried because of a heart con- 
dition; Walter Reuther, presi- 
dent of the United Auto Work- 
ers and of the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations; Alfred 
P. Sloan Jr., board chairman 
of General Motors Corp.; 
Francis Cardinal Spellman, 
archbishop of New York, and 
James B. Conant, former pres - 
ident of Harvard University, 
now United States High Com- 
missioner for Germany. 


These men, it is pointed 
out, are associated with com- 


merce, revolutionary social- 
ism, the big corporation, trade 
unionism, the Roman Catholic 
Church and the laboratory 
and university. Their lives are 
illustrative of recent Ameri- 


can social and economic his- 


tory.

ATOM SUBMARINE 
STEAMPIPE BURSTS, 
WORKMAN BURNED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
—The Navy disclosed today a 
steampipe on the atomic’ sub- 
marine Nautilus at Groton, 
Conn., burst Thursday night dur- 
ing routine test operations. One 
man was injured. 

The announcement said the 
one and one-half inch piping 
had nothing to do. with the 
atomic propulsion. plant and no 
radioactivity was involved.” 

The trouble was caused by a 
“piping installation error,” the 
Novy said, and “it was not due 
to sabotage.” 

An employe of the Electric 
Boat Division of General Dynam- 
ics Corp., builders of the first 
atomic submarine; was injured.

é6 HERE must be some- 
T thing wrong,” a Cardi- 
nal fan remarked, 
“when the Cardinals have so 
many good hitters and such a 
high team batting average, 
and still are floundering in the 
second division. Something 

ought to be done about it.” 


It was a familiar chant. Dis- 
contented Redbird followers 
have been singing that chorus 
through most of the season. 

Baseball men, of course, 
know that it ain't necessarily 
so—that high batting averages 
mean first place and a pen-

In the bookcase in the 
sports department are the 
baseball guides of today, yes- 
terday and way back. Remem- 
bering a hard-hitting club of 
more than two decades ago, we 
reached for two at random. 
They were the guides of 1930 


and 1933. What they disclosed . 


should be interesting to Cardi- 
nal fans who are moaning over 
fat batting averages and the 
second division. 


In 1929, the Guide showed, 
the Phillies had seven .300 hit- 
ters. Lefty O’Doul hit a ro- 
bust .398 that season. Chuck 
Klein batted .355 for the Phil- 
adelphia National League club; 
Spud Davis 342, Pinky Whit- 

Thompson 


1929 had a team average of 
.309. The Cardinals now are 
near .280. But all that batting 


didn’t do much for the Phil- 


lies of 1929. They finished 
fifth, under the .500 mark, 
with 71 victories and 82 de- 
feats. 

Three years later the Phil- 
lies again had an array of 
sluggers, six batters above the 
300 mark and Pinky Whitney 
only two points under .300. 
The Phils led the National 
League in batting in 1932 with 
292. The sluggers were Klein 
348, Hurst .339, Spud Davis 
336, George Davis .309, Dick 
Bartell .308 and Hal Lee .302. 
But despite that slugging pow- 
er, the Phillies won only two 
more games than they lost, 
finishing fourth with 78 vic- 
tories and 76 defeats.

A wx ducks had arrived in the Illinois River Valley, from 
Spring Valley to Beardstown, which is approximately 100 


miles from St. Louis. 


At this time last year there 
were about 17,000 southbound 
ducks in the same territory, in- 
dicating the wildfowl experts 
may be correct in predicting a 
slight decline in the number of 
birds in the Mississippi flyway 
this season, 

Frank Bellrose, who made the 
aerial count for the Illinois Nat- 


said the 15,000 ducks on hand 
included 6000 blue-winged teal, 
4500 pintails, 1200 green-winged 
teal, 500 mallards and black 
mallards, 500 widgeons, some 
shovelers and other species. 
Also counted were 800 coots. 

The blue-winged teal, van- 
guard of every southern migra- 
tion, probably will be gone by 
the opening of the Missouri and 
Illinois duck-shooting seasons 
on Oct. 22. . 

Significantly, however, ob- 
servers noted about 1000 fewer 
pintails—which are around for 
the hunting period —in compar- 
ing the number of migrating 
ducks with last year. 

Largest concentrations of 
wildfowl appearing thus far are 
in the Crane lake area, south of 
Peoria, mid-point of the 150- 
mile stretch covered in the sur- 
vey, and around Chillicothe and 
Bureau, in the Upper Illinois 
Valley. 

Bellrose pointed out that an 
estimated 45 per cent drop in 
natural food supply for ducks in 
the surveyed area may be re- 
sponsible for the fewer birds. 
Heavy rains and flood waters 
destroyed plants the ducks eat. 

Migrating wildfowl usually do 
not appear in large number 
along the Mississippi river in 
this part of the country until the 
middle of October.

Entrance to the sub- 
division is by way of Lafayette 
avenue and the display house is 
at the intersection of Lafayette 
and St. Anthony lane, 

The display house is a three- 
bedroom, somewhat contempo- 
rary-styled structure with dry- 
wall interior finish, sliding door 
closets, gas heat, 40-gallon wa- 
ter heater, full basement with 
poured concrete walls. Windows 
are equipped with tension 
screens and are weatherstripped. 

There’s an option of carport 
with a four-foot solar overhang 
above an open front corner 
porch. And at the end of the 
garage or carport a huge stor- 
age wall has been established, 
for such things as lawn mowers, 
wheel toys, etc. The front of the 
home is graced by a Roman 
brick planting box. 

These houses aren't small, the 
three-bedroom size having more 
than 1000 square feet of space. 

West Duchesne Hills is a sub- 
division of 27 acres in which 
streets and sewers have all been 
established. Some of the houses 
are in brick, some in combina- 
tion brick-frame, some frame 
with asbestos shingle siding. As- 
bestos shingles, incidentally, 
have been developed to a new 


time to spend in her former 
castle, the kitchen. 


More Designing Skill. 

Co-incidentally with this situ- 
ation, designers began to devote 
more skill to improved kitchen 
design. Refrigerators and ranges, 
gas or electric, began to be less 
unwieldy and more graceful and 
rattractive looking, and less cost- 
ly to operate. More savvy was 
being demonstrated on the draw- 
ing board to fit these and other 
appliances into limited area so 
they could be available without 
the kitchen ‘ooking like a steel 
rolling mill. 
Automatic dishwashers and dis- 
posal units were being developed 
and integrated into the kitchen 
as well. And standards were be- 
ing devised for cabinets, and 
architects, designers and build- 
ers began to follow some order 
other than artistic fancy and 
housewifely whim in kitchen 
planning. Efficiency had come 
to the kitchen, in short. 


Meanwhile, our thinking, liv- 
ing and habits all have changed, 
and we're back to the stage of 
wishing to combine more and 
more functions of family life 
inta a single room. Many women 
prefer to combine the laundry 
functions with those of the kitch- 
en, and this is a simple matter 
with automatic washers and gas 
or electric dryers. 


Others want combined dining 
facilities, an “office in the home,” 
a place to relax, place for chil- 
dren’s play space, se area— 
several or all of these, all in the 
kitchen. 


Can Be Combined. 


This is reflected in the fluid- 
ity of floor plans typical of some 
modern home designers which 
cater to this desire for an open 
plan with living room, kitchen, 
dining room and activities room 
separated only by dividers or 
folding doors of some t sO 


and planning sanitary 
work surfaces which may be 
easily, but scrupulously cleaned. 

2. Arrangement, or designing 
an “easy flow of work.” Just 
like the efficiency engineer in 
a factory designs the grouping 
of machines and tasks to save 
time and energy of workers, so 
the builder tries to save steps 
for the housewife. He uses U- 
shaped, L-shaped, and “corri- 
dor” groupings, but mostly leans 
toward the U-shape. This finds 
the sink at the base of the U 
and the range and refrigerator 
at the tips. The “corridor” 
plan groups equipment along 
one wall. 

3. Efficiency in storage. This 
means planning storage cabinets 
at the centers of work described 
in 1, above, rather than group- 
ing the cabinets all at one place. 

ain, this makes for an easier 
flow of work, and saves steps of 
the housewife. 

4. Attractiveness. The builder 
had discovered: color for e 
kitchen while fully cognizant of 
its uses as a work center, he had 
learned the psychology of “pret- 
tying up” the kitchen to make 
the housewife more contented at 
work. Pleasantly colored sur- 
roundings don’t cost a cent more 
than blinding white, or depress- 
ing drabness. The artists insist 
that light pastels and gray in the 
ceramic tiles which form the 
walls or wainscots, splash-backs 
and ‘counters, are most soothing 
to the kitchen worker’s eyes. 

5. Lastly, but not least, is the 
question of proper lighting. No 
kitchen is livable, or workable,

William M. Thompson, who 
heads the incorporated firm 
bearing his name, is not exactly 
new to the home building in- 
dustry.

in all price ranges. 

The display home is situated 
in Ramblewood, which is also 
being developed my James Mc- 
Kelvey, in the City of Creve 
Coeur. It can be reached by 
traveling out Ladue road to 
Spoede road, then going north 
on Spoede road for about one 
mile. 

For a home in the medium 
price range, the display home 
contains many features that 
might be found only in a higher 
price bracket. For instance, it 
has a breezeway and attached 
garage. This might be consid- 
ered unusual since it is fre- 
quently difficult to find a home 
in that range with both a breeze- 


way and garage. | 

The Ramblewood display/ 
home has an exterior wall con- 
struction of marble.

een On a quiet autumn evening, as the stars come out 
and the moon climbs over old Buford, it gives an impression 
of solitude and peacefulness which is very pleasant after the 
busy day. It isn’t really a “big” pond, for it covers no more 
than an acre and a half and has 10 feet of water at its max- 
imum depth. But the meadow which forms its watershed 
sends surface water into the pond during rainy spells which 
is clear and fresh. It is fenced against livestock and the 
dam is covered with a heavy growth of grass and sericea 
lespedesa which stands six feet tall. Bobwhites use the 
fenced-in land and the little patch of three or four acres 
makes a fine small wildlife refuge for racoon, fox and musk- 

rats. Both the pond itself and the heavy vegetation around 
it support a rich insect population; and on a quiet evening 
the water’s surface is dappled with the rings of feeding 
bluegills. Dragonflies and damsel flies hunt the shore line 
for smaller insects and in their turn are hunted by bass and 
by the many birds which frequent the area.

Frogs of every kind use the pond as a breeding 
ground, although the big bullfrogs leave again for 
the creek after they've laid their eggs. These also 
furnish food for the big bass, as well as for the 
great blue heron and American bittern—and for 
turtles and harmless water snakes. Ducks come in 
the fall to harvest the seed of smartweed; and just 
today we surprised the first southbound pair of 
blue-winged teal, Then there are shore birds; kill- 
deer, yellow-legs, plovers and sandpipers, although 
these are more numefous in spring when the

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THE POND WAS STOCKED soon after we built it with 
bluegill fry and 200 largemouth bass, some of finger- 
ling size, The bluegill population increased rapidly, though 
we encouraged fishing by neighborhood youngsters. We also 
caught bass Of fair size, But it seemed evident after about 
three years that the pond was getting out of balance. The 
bluegill multiplied faster than our bass could control them 
und we finally seined out some 2000 and transferred them 
to the creek where they'd have done well except for the 
three · year drouth.

Even during last winter 
there was never rain or snow to cause any surface run-off 
sand the water dwindled to a few pools which were perhaps 
three feet deep.

Answer: The run doesn't 
score unless a pinch-runner 
is sent in to cross the plate, 
which could be done. 


Question: If a ball is hit 
over the fence but after it 
passes the fence a train 
comes by and puffs smoke 
which blows the ball back 
into the park, is it a homer? 

Answer: Once out of the 
park, it’s a homer regardless 
of how the ball returns. 

Question: The score is 0-0, 
last of ninth inning, two out, 
a man on third and two 
strikes on the batter. The 
batter swings, and misses 
completely. The catcher also 


misses the ball completely: 


The ball lodges in the um- 
pire’s mask. Ruling please. 

Answer: The batter goes to 
first. The man on rd 
scores. The team which the 
umpire’s mask favored wins 
the ball game. 

“This one actually hap- 
pened,” said Umpire Artie 
Gore. “I was working second 
in Jersey City when the bat- 
ter hit a grounder to third. 
The third baseman threw 
wild toward first. That is, I 
saw it was going wild. I saw 
the first baseman reach for 
it, But then suddenly every- 
body lost sight of the ball. 

“It definitely didn’t go into 
the stands. For two or three 
minutes we all looked for it. 
Finally, the first base umpire 
found it. Where? In his pants 
pocket! He ruled the runner 
had to hold first. I thought 
he should get two bases like 
on any wild throw into the 
stands. 

“We have a rule to cover a 
pitched ball which lands in 
the umpire’s equipment.

The ex- 
ception is New York, which has 
two National League teams. 

Umpires are expected to re- 
port to the park one hour be- 
fore the game. In that time, they 
dress in closely guarded dressing 
rooms, double-check the playing 
field, check and rub up each of 
60 new balls provided by the 
home club. The balls are rubbed 
up with a special dirt from the 
banks of the Delaware river. 
Only this mud, the umpires in- 
sist, can properly take the 
“shine” off the ball. 

One of the four umpires must 
spend most of that hour sitting 
in the stands, making certain 
the opposing clubs don’t frater- 
nize or carry over old arguments 
into fist fights (which happened 
at Brooklyn once) or fall into 
close conversation with suspi- 
cious-looking spectators who 
might turn out to be gamblers. 

For each game, the umpires 
rotate positions. Thus, Conlan 
may begin a series at home 
plate, as umpire-in-chief. The 
next day he'll move to third 
and so on. 

The busiest assignment, of 
course, is at home plate where 
on an average day an umpire 
will have to make between 250 
and 300 decisions. But busy as 
it is, Conlan prefers home or 
first to the other bases on 
doubleheader days. 

“You move around so much,” 
he explained, “you got little 


time to notice the wear and tear 


on your feet. I've had many 
days at third when I didn’t have 
to make a single call. All I 
did was worry about how tired 
my feet were.”

Seeking Answers to Problems

HE UNITED STATES was still rocking from the attack on

A few bearing one- 
ounce bombs escaped from an 
experimental laboratory at Carls- 
bad, N. M., and set enough fires 
oo down most of an air- 
eld. 


The bat idea is just one of 
some 300,000 ideas and inven- 
tions that have been examined 
by a little-known government 
agency created in 1940 when we 
were moving toward mobiliza- 
tion for war. Today this agency, 
the National Inventors Council 
of the United States Department 
of Commerce, still functions as 
a clearing house for ideas and 
developments that might be use- 
ful to the armed services, not 
only in war but in peacetime. 

Right now the Council is ask- 
ing Americans to put their “vast 
reservoir of inventive talent” to 
work on a list of 200 problems 
confronting the military. 

“We are asking the aid of in- 
dustry, science and the individ- 
ual basement- p inven- 
tor,” says Leonard S. 
37-year-old electrical] engineer, 
staff director of the Council. 
„We've sent the list of 200 prob- 
lems to well-known —

the country, but if some guy 
who likes to tinker in a cellar 
workshop thinks he can help us 
out, we'll be glad to mail him 
the list. We've found from ex- 
perience that amateur inventors 
can come up with some amazing 
ideas.”

F you fancy yourself an in- 
| ventive genius and want the 

list, free of charge, just write 
to the National Inventors Coun- 
cil, United States Department of 
Commerce, Washington 25, D.C. 
Most of the problems on the list 
are pretty technical but the 
Council invites you to try your 
hand at solving any one or all of 
them. 

The so far non-existent items 
needed by the military range 
from high-temperature molding 
compounds to lubricant and fuel 
oils suitable for use in tempera- 
tures as low as 65 degrees below 
zero. 


One of the problems on the 
list is finding a material to be 
used as a substitute for scarce 
jute in sandbags; or a substitute 
for hard-to-get wolverine fur 
which is needed for garments 
worn by troups in the Arctic. 
The services are also looking for 
a sleeping bag that will allow a 
man to turn over in it without 
waking him up and a filler for 
use in mountain and Arctic 
sleeping bags to take the place 
of down and waterfowl feathers 
which become critical materials 
in time of emergency. 

If none of these problems 
strikes your inventive fancy how 
about coming up with a plastic 
material for filling teeth? Or a 
device for burrowing a vehicle- 
sized snow or ice hole with an 
arched roof and a flat floor? Or 
a lightweight machine that wiil 
translate ordinary speech into 
writing? Or equipment of “usable 
size” capable of producing death 
rays at 500 yards “without ex- 
cessive power input?”

HEN HIS MAJESTY, the 
Veiled Prophet, pays his an- 
nual visit to St. Louis next 
month he will find that his fem- 
inine subjects are gowned as lav- 


ishly as any queen or royal court 
of the historical past. Although 
the designers of formal evening 
dresses have presented some 
handsome fashions during the 
past few years, the 1954 themes 
reach a new height of elegance 
and artistry. 

A greater variety of fabrics, a 
wealth of rich shades and irides- 
cent blending of theme, and a 
trend toward intricate manipula- 
tion of materials are among the 
reasons why the new ball gowns 
are so impressive. While silk 
continues to be the most fea- 
tured fabric of which these for- 
mal modes are made, the syn- 
thetics with their introduction 
of glistening metallic threads, 
sheer woolens with embroidered 
patterns, and even cotton with a 
new depth of jacquard and bro- 
caded effects contributes to the 
over-all diversity of surfaces. 

The vogue of satin which was 
negligent in the fashion spot- 
light for many seasons, is one of 
the highlights of the fall. Not 
only gowns for the matrons, but 
also for the debutantes are made 
of satin which has such a mag- 
nificent sheen. Pale pink is a 
favorite for the debutantes while 
peacock green is illustrative of 


shades for matrons. There 1s a 
revival, too, of lace which is 
starched for youthful bouffancy 
and folded into panniers or 
tiered drapery for matrons. 
Black and white alliances of lace 
and net are among the most 
striking combinations and stand 
out against all of the colorful 
costumes. 


Many velvet evening gowns 
will be seen this season, judging 
by the attention being given to 
velvet by the leading designers. 
Along with the vogue of silk 
velvet goes a debutante prefer- 
ence for velveteen which is ef- 
fective for those full-skirted 
dresses with the fitted bodices 
dipping below the waistline to a 
hipline point at the front and 
back. The vivid shades share 
attention with black velvet in 
the rich, silken fabrics. Attrac- 
tive, too, are the alliances of 
velvet with a dull-finished fab- 
ric such as ottoman or faille. 
One impressive dress features 
alternating vertical panels of 
faille and the Lyons type of vel- 
vet.

Interest in color is due, pri- 
marily, to the new tridescent 
shades and to the unusual alli- 
ances which will assure even 
more colorful pageantry than 
usual when the Veiled Prophet 
greets his subjects. Changeable 
taffetas, subtle introduction of 
gold or silver threads, and the 
daring use of such shades as 


in the design of a dress indi- 
cates what innovations may be 
expected. Tulle or nylon net in 
variegated layers also .is pop- 
ular as a means of creating new 
color effects, especially for deb- 
utante dresses. 

In the choice of silhouettes, 
there is the same widespread 
variation that appears in the 
choice of fabrics and colors. 
Debutantes and many of the ma- 
trons will continue to insist 
upon a wide sweep of hemline 
because this is such an impor- 
tant part of the beauty of for- 
mal ball gowns. However, spec- 
tators will observe that more of 
the fullness sweeps toward the 
back, or is arranged over a slen- 
der sheath. Overskirts of tulle, 
net and lace will appear as a 
feature of slender stem-like 
modes. There also will be an in- 
creased fashion for the semi- 
flared skist with back sweep to 
which has been added hipline 
drapery caught to the back and 
forming a slight train. 

Many matrons have been wait- 
ing for Dame Fashion to decree 
slim skirts to return to the fig- 
ure-flattering modes so popular 
earlier in this century. This will

It will take 60 per cent of those vot- 
ing to give St. Louis home rule control 
over the municipal tax—and clear the 
way to progress. Home control would 
bring an end to the recurring money 
crises caused by the periodic expiration 
of the levy. ith home rule, city offi- 
cials no longer would have to waste their 
time begging legislators around the state 
to please let St. Louis stay solvent. 

Passage of the charter amendment 
will NOT mean a new tax. It will NOT 
increase the earnings levy. It will merely 
give the Board of Aldermen power to en- 
act an earnings tax ordinance without 
asking : on of the State la- 
ture. e levy by law could NOT be 
more than one-half of 1 per cent—the 
present levy. The Board of Aldermen 
also could re the tax if city finances 
made it no longer necessary, or could 
make it a graduated tax with exemptions. 

The levy on earnings has been de- 
scribed as the keystone of St. Louis mu- 
nicipal solvency. Without it the city gov- 
ernment would be forced into frantic 
economies. Vital services affecting the 
health, safety, and general welfare of 
residents would have to be curtailed or 
eliminated.

Under the present setup, the earnings 
tax—and thereby municipal solvency—is 
an uncertain, on-again - off-again affair.

The earnings tax is collected on 
gross “salaries, wages, commissions and 
other compensations” earned in the city. 
and on net profits of business enterprises 
carried on within St. Louis. 

It must be paid by residents and non- 
residents alike. Thereby the thousands 
of suburban residents who make a living 
in the city pay a share of the cost of the 
numerous St. Louis facilities which, along 
with St. Louisans, they enjoy. An esti- 
mated 90,000 county automobiles daily 
use the city-maintained streets. Visitors 
to the City Art Museum and the Zoo, 
users of municipal picnic grounds include 
great numbers of St. Louis Countians. A 
survey shows that 54 per cent of those 
utilizing the St. Louis municipal airport 
live in the county.

Further, a Citizens’ Finance Commit- 
tee came to the conclusion that a higher 
property tax would drive more people 
and business to the county, in the long 
run increase the city’s financial troubles. 
It also would mean higher prices, higher 
rents, and, with a business exodus, fewer 
jobs. Many other cities levy an earn- 
ings tax as an equitable method of pay- 
ing their way. 

The city’s need for an earnings tax 
is the result of the enormous rise in the 
cost of local government.

Y FATHER NAILED the house together in which 

I was born—two rooms and an unfinished attic 

above. It stood beside the church he served 

as minister in Portland, Ore. Later he built 
another church that has been renamed and is now a 
memorial to my parents. This second church I thought 
was the largest building in the world. It was the largest 
in my world, though, as I now return to it, I discover 
that it is small enough to stand, spire included, within 
the walls of two churches I myself have served as 
minister. But in childhood, particularly, all things are 
relative. 

My father’s salary was $400 a year—when he got it. 
Then came a $200 raise, and I wondered what he would 
do with the extra cash. And yet, in all those years, I 
never thought that we were poor. “Missionary barrels” 
came regularly from the affluent East, and what a time 
we had when they were rolled in! 

Garments that could be worn were quickly distrib- 
uted, and others were ripped and remade. Until I was 
in high school, my mother was dressmaker for the girls 
and tailor for the boys. It seems incredible now, but I 


braided my shoestrings from heavy thread. I never had 


an overcoat until I was in high school, and that one 
came out of a barrel. But please don’t get the idea that 
I ever felt sorry for myself. Frankly, I didn’t know 
that there was anything to be sorry about. 

As to family conveniences—there were none. With a 
pump on the back porch, mother had running water 
when she poured it. Saturday night the kitchen became 
a bathroom and, being the first of the nine, I was the 
last in the tub. And then I emptied the tub as previously 
I had filled and refilled it. 

Certainly it was not the promise of monetary reward 
that caused me to follow in my preacher father’s foot- 
steps. Perhaps his courage had something to do with 
it—that with my mother’s faith. And the call of infinite 
things that even now I only begin to understand. 

It was back in those distant days that I formed a 
habit that I have never broken. I began saying in the 


morning two words: I believe.” Those two words with 


nothing added—in war, in peace, across the continents 
and around the world, every day, in my first waking 
moment, I have said: “I believe.” And until I die, I 
shall keep on saying those words. Those words give me 
a running start for my day—and for every day. *

HE BOY looked like a bum. 
His clothes were tattered and seedy. His 
face was grimy and wind-burned. He clutched 
a battered canvas satchel with just a few 
possessions in it. There wasn’t a dime in his pockets 
and he hadn’t had a meal in a day and a half. His 
name was Louis Morton, he said, and he had hitch- 
hiked from New Jersey.to California. He was just 
15 years old. 

And how did a ragged, penniless 15-year-old travel 
3,000 miles without attracting someone 's attention? 

“Oh, the cops stopped me,” said Louis. “Four times, 
I think. In one town in Oklahoma, this cop looks me 
over and says, I wouldn't hang around here if I was 
you, kid. A couple of miles farther on, a nice police- 
man—I think he was a deputy—he bought me some 
supper. I told him I was going to California and he 
said he hoped I made it all right. 

“Then in a town in Texas, some cops picked me 
up in a police car. They said they didn’t want no 
hitch-hikers in their town, so they gave me a ride to 
the county line and dumped me. In Arizona, a cop 
gave me a ride to an all-night truck stop where he 


said I could get a ride. The last thing he said was, ‘I 1 
don't want to turn you in, so don't let the next shift 


find you.’ But I couldn't get a ride that night, so I 
walked a mile or two down the road and slept in a 

There it is: the story of a 15-year-old human baton 
in a relay race run by police across the country. Al-

Listen as a few of them tell how they were 
“processed” along the nation’s highways: 

“I was, hitching to Louisville when the 
cops picked me up in Bardstown, Ky.,” says 


' 17-year-old George Rader, a Michigan boy. 


“They rode me out of town and told me not 
to come back. On the way back I had to go 
through there—that’s the way my lifts went. 
They gave me nine days in jail for vagrancy. 
I didn’t have no money so I guess I was 
guilty. They didn’t even get in touch with my 
parents.” 

Nancy Foster was passed from truck driver 


to truck driver around the Midwest, romanc- . 


ing with “those I felt like.” No observant 
policeman would have estimated her age at 
more than 14. “The state highway patrols 
stopped us lots of times,” she says. “But they 
were just interested in whether the truck was 
overweight.” 

Are these “bad kids”? Undoubtedly, some 
are—but that doesn't apply to the majority. 
California, which bears the brunt of the 
drifter problem, published a survey—Transi- 
ent Youth in California in 1947—which was 


the classic study in the field until PARADE 


began looking into the problem. And almost 
every one of its conclusions Stands up today. 
Here is one of them: The. lasting im- 
pression is that these are essentially good 
kids who can be swayed one way or the 
other, depending on the ‘breaks’ and the 
availability of intelligent guidance.” 

“Essentially good kids” they may be when 
they start on the road, but a few weeks 
usually brings them to the end of the line— 
geographically, financially, morally. This is 
particularly true of girls (estimated at one- 
eighth to one-third the drifter population). 
“Girls away from home are quite often per- 
suaded to do things they’d otherwise never 
dream of,“ says Sgt. John A. Hampton, 
supervisor of the Los Angeles Police Depart: 
ment’s Juvenile Division. 

Fortunately, some wanderers turn to police 
for aid before that last step. In many cases, 
it's just in the nick of time. 

“I don’t know what I'd have done if I'd 
been hungrier,” Stephen Marks, 16, of Ten- 
nessee, told Miami police after wandering 
around penniless for three days. A boy picked 
up in El Paso, Tex., told police that he had 


leaped out of a car a few minutes before when the driver 
propositioned him. 

For others, help comes too late. “We had a 13-year-old 
girl picked up,” says Sgt. Hampton. “She had been given 
four shots of heroin and held for three days in a dingy 
hotel. The men who had latched on to her were ready to 
set her up in business as a prostitute.” A boy tells of a 
hitch-hiking trip from Florida to California. “Of course, 
we pulled a few stickups to keep going,” he says casually. 

Not only their morals but their health is impaired. “We 
find them digging through garbage dumps for food, sleep- 
ing in parked cars, vacant lots, ditches, boats and on the 
beach,” said one Dade County, Fla., officer. A PARADE 
reporter picked up two who hadn't eaten in a day and a 
half. The older ones are easy pickings for dope peddlers. 

And yet a police sergeant in Barstow, Cal. (which sees 
hundreds of kids a year pass through on Route 66) told 
a PARADE investigator, I have the personal theory that if 
a kid gets out for a little while and gets thirsty and hungry, 
the experience is good medicine for him!” 

Nor can spending a few days in a tumbiedown jail be 
regarded as psychologically uplifting. Worse is the matter 
of a juvenile record, which can brand a kid for life. “The 
law specifically states that a kid on whom the juvenile 
petition has been filed has not been convicted,” says Ralph 
B. Wright of the California Youth Authority. “But let that 
kid try to get bonded for a job, and he'll be stopped dead. 
Even the armed forces won't take him while he’s on pro- 
bation.” 

When the Senate Subcommittee on Juvenile Delinquency 
dipped briefly into the problem last spring, Counsel Herbert 
Hannoch asked Dr. Martha Eliot, head of the U.S. Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, “Do you know that in some states, in order 
to get these children home, they have to convict them of 
a Federal crime, so that the Federal Government has an 
excuse to send them home?” And Dr. Eliot replied, “I am 
told that is true.” Although rana found no case in which 
a teen-ager had been convicted on trumped-up charges, 
variations were found with the same aim: get rid of him. 
up in custody because they have dabbled in crime, attracted 
attention in some way—or because hunger made them turn 
themselves in. The Children’s Bureau estimates that 30,000

Is there any chance for these youngsters 
to grow up into worthwhile citizens? Social 
workers, welfare agencies and police in Cali- 
fornia think there is—provided they get com- 
petent adult guidance, and get it soon enough. 

Spelled out, this means a full investigation 
of the home, to determine whether a child’s 
best interests are served by returning him or 
by placing him in a foster home (or, if he 
is older, finding him a job) in the state where 
he is finally stopped. But no such far-sighted 


program has been put in operation—largely | 


_ because home states just won't co-operate. 
Many Are ‘Repeaters’ 


O BE SURE, most of these teen-agers want 
nothing more than to be left alone. 
“Floating” is fine with them. But their 
subjective wishes are only half the story. 
Many would gladly go back home if it did 
not mean returning to the same situation 
that drove them away. “I'll run away from 
that place 100 times,” one New Orleans boy 
told Los Angeles police, and his comment is 
typical. Police all over the nation say a high 
percentage of ruhaways are “repeaters.” 
But running away is no criminal act. 
Rather, in the judgment of experienced social 
workers, it is a warning signal: something 
is Wrong at home. It is a signal for everyone, 
police included, to see; but too many people 
are blind to it. 
Because of the present jungle of medieval 
only yawning jail doors lie ahead of these

look on them as enemies. He learned how 
to take care of himself, which included steal- 
ing autos and committing other petty crimes. 
By the time he wound up here, he was an 
expert in rolling drunks and breaking in. If, 
when he was first picked up in Pennsylvania, 
he had been taken care of by a method that 
would get him home safely, we could have 
avoided all this.” 

Of course, the runaway problem has been 
around since the dawn of the world. It has 
always been every boy's inalienable right to 
dream of running away, and this has been 
a healthy sign. Many of America’s pioneers 
were runaways. 


The Problem is Here to Stay 

UT THE PROBLEM of a shifting mass of 

rootless juveniles did not become a 

major one until this generation. First 
it was written off as purely a depression prob- 


- lem; then it was attributed to the uncertainty 


of wartime and postwar society. But now 
States and social agencies are beginning to 
realize that it is still here—and growing. 
Several are starting to stir. The Senate 
committee headed by Robert C. Hendrickson 
of New Jersey, alarmed by the disquieting 
facts it dug out last spring, has scheduled a 
series of full-dress hearings this fall. These 
may dramatize the problem and bring it to 
the attention of less alert states.. 
time to organize a modern, humane system 
of handling drifters. Now Pennsylvania has 
taken the first steps to deal with the problem. 
So has Iowa. The Joint Council of State Gov- 
Assistant Police Chief Bob Mabry of 
Yuma, Ariz., probably sums it up best. “If 
I ignore these kids,” he says, “I’m not only 
delinquent in my duty to them. I’m delin- 
quent to Yuma County—and to myself, too.”

South Korea’s First Lady 


N HIS RECENT visit to Washington, Dr. 
Syngman Rhee, President of South 
Korea, was presented with a glittering 
key to the city. He fumbled with it a 

minute, then grinned. 
“Now I can drive as fast as I please!” he said. 
The welcoming committee and the other dig- 
nitaries on the platform smiled in a puzzled 
way. But to a small, gray-haired woman— 
dressed, despite her Austrian birth, in a quaint 
Korean costume of unbleached hemp—the re- 
mark was no puzzle. Francesca Rhee knew what 
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her 79-year-old husband was thinking: the key 
would guarantee him immunity from the bliz- 
zard of speeding tickets he had accumulated 
during his self-imposed exile in Washington 
years ago. 

The wizened, fiery Asiatic and his sedate Euro- 
pean wife, 20 years his junior, are like that. No 
words need pass between these two. 

“He doesn’t need to tell me how he feels,” 
said Mrs. Rhee later, her hands folded gently on 
the pale green folds of her long skirt. “I know 
just by looking at him.”

But her love for him—and Korea—has created a perfect marriage

To many, this 22-year perfect marriage is a 
great love story. But to some elements in Korea, 
suspicious of foreigners, it is ominous. Many 
consider Mrs. Rhee the power behind the throne, 
and see her influence in all Rhee’s decisions. 

Actually, nothing could be farther from the 
truth. Ever since the whim of a headwaiter in a 
crowded Swiss dining room brought them to- 
gether, she has devoted herself to her husband 
and her husband's lifework—the independence 


of Korea. 


She was Francesca Donner, the eldest daugh- 
ter of a Viennese iron merchant, and secretary 
to the Austrian delegation to the League of 
Nations. One day in Geneva, as she was cating 
with her mother, the headwaiter asked if they 
would mind sharing their table with a polite, 
dapper stranger: Syngman Rhee. Then nearing 
60, he was in Geneva to plead his case for 
Korean independence from Japan. 

Francesca had admired his speeches; now 
they struck up a conversation. Romance fol- 
lowed. Eventually, despite racial and religious 
differences, they were married in New York in 
a double-language ceremony performed by two 
Methodist ministers, American and Korean. 
Since that day she has been her husband’s—and 
Korea’s—servant. | 

“It’s my business to see what the President 
needs,” she says. 

Her devotion goes further. During her Wash- 
ington visit, her Korean costume was topped by 
a long-sleeved bolero blouse. It was not overly 
becoming to her Western figure. But because the 
costume had been forbidden by the Japanese dur- 
ing their long occupation, she wore it with pride. 

Her eyes never leave the President for more 
than a few minutes. When he appears peaked, 
she may hurry to the kitchen and prepare a dish 
of kimchi, a complicated pickled cabbage guar- 
anteéd to relieve a jaded appetite. On days when 
he looks fine, the dish is-apt to be her version 
of an old Viennese favorite. Dreamed up during 
a stay in Hawaii, it substitutes pineapple for 
apple in a “turnover.” 

Even in the Rhees’ Japanese-built palace in 
Seoul, she works in the kitchen. Because their 

elderly Korean cook can i keep up with the flow 


of visitors, guests at a reception often eat cookies 
M. Rhee rolled herself. 


The same meticulous attention is devoted to 
her husband's appearance. His wardrobe is 


‘small, in keeping with the presidential salary. 


(Dr. Rhee gets the equivalent of $100 a month. ) 


But even in a well-worn suit, he is smartly 
__grGonted. One reason: his wife picks his ties. 


She also serves as her husband's private sec- 
retary. She types his confidential correspondence 


‘and keeps his books, as well as supervising a 
_ staff that handles a vast amount of mail. 


“If you want to really know the Rhees,” says 


Mrs. Rhee, her serene, unlined face breaking 


into a rare smile, “you should come to Chin- 
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hai.” There, in a small country cottage, the 
President of South Korea and the First Lady 
relax. The place is staffed by Korean orphan 
girls, who make up her favorite charity—and 
whom she teaches the housewifely arts she 
learned in Vienna. 

Although VIPs come in a steady stream to the 
small cottage, the atmosphere is informal. In 
Seoul, she addresses her husband as “The Presi- 
dent” or “Paksa” (Korean for Doctor); but 
in Chin-hai he is “Poppa.” He calls her 

“Manny,” a private variation of “Mammy.” 

They go to bed promptly at 10. Before an 

early breakfast, they read the Bible to each 


* other. Mornings, Mrs. Rhee sorts the mail and 


assigns it to secretaries. A plain luncheon always 
features a Korean dish. In the afternoon, the 
President may go fishing, but his wife never goes 
along. (She becomes very seasick.) More often, 
the couple takes long walks together. 

After tea, Mrs. Rhee usually reads aloud to 
her husband. The idea is to choose something 
that will capture his attention and keep him 


strictly silent. For the vocal President talks so ~ 


much during the day that by evening his throat 
is dry, rasping and badly in need-of rest. 

By no means is devotion in the Rhee family 
wholly one-sided. The proudest moment of the 
President's life came when he entertained Presi- 


dent and Mrs. Eisenhower at dinner in Washing- 


ton. As Ike took Mrs. Rhee's arm, the Korean 
leader beamed his broadest and murmured, “My 
beautiful wife.”

There Is a Slippery Rock 


Despite all the wisecracks, it’s a neat little Pennsylvania 


college where the game of football is played solely for fun 


HAPPENS EVERY Saturday this time of the 
year. 7 
Newspaper sports departments are 
swamped with work. Stories pour in loaded with 
crackling tackling, cunning running, bone-rock- 
ing blocking. And almost inevitably, at the 
height of the hubbub, comes a call from some 
frantic fan: “How did old Slippery Rock do 
today?” 5 
Yes, there really is a Slippery Rock. Most 
people don’t know it from the Rock of Gibral- 
tar, yet thousands follow its football fortunes 
as closely as those of any big-name school. 
A New Jersey football bookmaker, who han- 
dies close to $2,000 in bets each week, says that 


Slippery Rock always. gets a good play: “It 


wouldn't surprise me if maybe a million dollars 
is wagered on Slippery Rock games over the 
nation each season. . 

“But I'll bet most of the guys who bet on the 
joint don't even know where it is. It beats me.” 

Dr. Dale W. Houk, the president of Slippery 
Rock State Teachers College, knows where it is: 
nestled among the hills of western Pennsylvania. 
But he says it beats him, too. One night last fall 


= was calling. Says Houk: 


“The fellow just wanted to know if we had 
won that day. It happens almost every season— 


and the calls come from all over the United 


States. | 
“Visting California several years ago, I at- 
tended a Sunday morning Bible class in Glen- 


dale. Just for fun, I asked if anyone could tell 


had won, 19 to 13. Amazing, isn't it?” 
Coeducational, with about 800 students (all 
but six currently from within Pennsylvania), 
Slippery Rock may not have a legion of fol- 
lowers to compare with the famed Notre Dame 


subway alumni, but some are just as loyal. Take 
the five Michigan men—all graduates of that 
University—who decided to adopt the college. 

“These men had become weary of big-time 
college athletics,” says Houk. “They looked 
around for some time for a small college with 
an honest non-hypocritical athletic policy. And 
they settled upon us. | 

“They wrote first and asked for permission 
to form a Slippery Rock club. Then in 1952 they 


came out for the homecoming game and were 


so pleased with the campus they asked to be- 
come honorary alumni.” 
Just what is this fatal fascination? Is it the 


slippery rock in it? (Legend says a pioneer set- 
tler once skidded on it while being chased by 
an irate Indian.) 


No Athletic Scholarships 
ERHAPS MUCH of Slippery Rock s appeal 
lies in the fact that here the game is strictly, 
for fun. In most universities, football is 
geared to finance the entire athletic program. 
At Slippery Rock, it is just one of 10 varsity 


receipts, which total about $1,500 per season. 
“To say we operate on a limited budget is an 
understatement,” Dodds 


not just one game.” 
' President Houk likes to picture Slippery Rock 
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as a ringing symbol of the American collegiate 
scene. Its “Rockets” never travel more than 100 
miles for a game and all opponents are in either 
Pennsylvania or Ohio. 

“We would like to have a better-than-average 
team, but we certainly would not like to have 
one that won all its games very often,” Houk 
says. “That would create too many problems. 
Last season the boys turned in four victories, 
three defeats and one tie. That was satisfactory 
to all.” 

There are a few student jobs about the campus 
at a maximum of 60 cents an hour, but no one 
is permitted to work more than 20 hours a week. 
Last fall two boys on the football team had jobs. 
They delivered mail in the dormitories at 55 
cents an hour—one hour a day. Yet many 
youngsters come to Slippery Rock after passing 
up scholarships elsewhere. 

“These kids are serious in their intention of 
preparing for a career,” Dodds says. They have 
learned that this often is impossible if they are 
on a big-college ‘pay roll for a play role.“ 

N. Kerr Thompson, who spent 38 years as 
Rocket football coach, knows more than any 
other person about that lack of pressure. He 
now has retired to a large white frame house 
overlooking the foothall field. 

“I still get out there and stand around when 
they begin pushing that football back and forth

“We never had a Slippery Rock man who 
made the all-America and we never had one 
who became a professional player.

OW MUCH can a wife say to her hus- 
band about the way he dresses? Not 
much—if he’s the kind who gets his 
back up at the slightest suggestion 

that he could stand improvement. A great 
deal—if he’s anxious to get ahead in his job 
and aware that he doesn’t know all the fine 
points of gentlemanly dress and behavior. 
Job advancement isn’t just a matter of the 
clothes you wear to work. Across America, 
dungarees and work shirts no doubt outnum- 
ber sack suits. But even off the job a man is 
to some extent judged by his appearance. 
Women, generally speaking, are more 
acute concetning these things. Too, it is part 
of a wife’s own job to help her husband in 
every way she can. Here are practical sug- 
gestions that both spouses should consider: 


SUITS. In a man’s wardrobe, the first con- 
sideration is quality. If he can afford two 
suits a year (which is about average), both 
should be well tailored and conservatively 
‘cut. One might be gray flannel; the other, blue 
worsted. (The new “miracle” fibers also are 
quite acceptable.) Any man with a good gray 
and a good blue can go anywhere. 

Extra slacks and a sports jacket or two 
round out a basic suit wardrobe. 


PPP 


SHIRTS. Cheap shirts are no economy, and of- 
ten are an abomination. No man makes a 
mistake by being a good, white-shirt man day 
and evening. The button-down colored shirts 
and the striped ones also are in good taste 
if properly combined with suit and tie pat- 
terns; but the man who can’t be bothered 
with these latter considerations had better 
stick to plain shirts in white or blue and to 
plain or striped ties. 

If the wife launders her husband's shirts, 
she can do him an extra service. Instead of 
folding them after ironing as the laundry 
does, she should button them onto hangers 
and place them in the closet. Results: longer 
wear, fresher appearance. 


SHOES AND SOCKS. People look at a man’s 
footwear. His shoes should be of good-quality 
leather, conservatively styled. They should 
be well heeled—and always, of course, shined. 
The well-dressed man usually wears wool 
socks in plain colors; argyles are good for 
those who will spend time and thought on 
color combinations. Socks that won't stay up 
require garters. White socks are worn only 
for sports, and then should be wool. 


STYLING. The cut of a man’s clothes is very 
important. The effect to aim for is under- 
statement. Jackets should be long enough to 
cover the seat of the trousers—which should 
themselves be long enough to break over the 
ankle. When a man is standing up, there 
should not be a space between the trouser 
cuff and the top of the shoe. 


SOILED CLOTHES. The road to advancement 
certainly is not via the soiled handkerchief 
and the two-day shirt. A man should put his 
soiled linen in the hamper every night—auto- 
matically. If he neglects this, the job un- 
avoidably falls on his wife. 


GROOMING. A wife can use her own groom- 
ing techniques as an ideal for her husband. 
She can see that he uses a good masculine 
deodorant. She should remind him that 
mourning bands under the fingernails never 
advanced any man socially or professionally 
and can offer to give him a manicure when 
he needs it, if that is something he tends to 
forget. (But, remember, no nail polish is 
really acceptable for a man.) 

When the marriage is new and shiny, she 
should insist that he shave as often as needed 
morning and evening, if he has that kind 
of beard and they are entertaining or going
